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to their uae. ITe do ziot, however^ anticipate euoh a ccntlisgency the near fu- 
ture nor vlthout auffldent earning to prerent ue frcn baling aaple tias to glTC 
the agent adequate training in the nee of eueb matariale* 

d) In no operation paAwibil ityJia ^^. ylcoked that the agent ie in 

fact a donEle, Vfh hare analvmed the CABBOfCISRkiL operation during the past 
fS^o\od feel that he la cooperating ^th na ttiUj, albeit pexhape sore fron 
MiterlaX conelderations than from a sincere eonriotlon that United States poH^ 
prcTldee the only path for a subsequent Oenm rerieal.

The undersigned eculd be 
appreeiative^ havever« if beadqnartersj at ita conveoleneei could anmlne all 
aspecta of the operation eith a view to the doubled agent poselbility. 

3. Salary Statusa In acco rdano o ulth the req;ueat stated in 
ire diall aitei^ to clarify GARB06XDRATE' s present salary status* He receives 
a monthly cash paynent of 1^0 Weat Itexic as sell as a monthly deposit of liOO 
West Kurk 1& the West* In addltionj the agent is given the foUcsrlng operational 
si^pUas each month: 20 packs of cigarettes j 8 cans of aeat« 3 poun4s of eoffesi 
10 cigars, la bottles of idilsksy, 2h bars of candr, 3 pounds of eocdii and 2 pounds 
of egg poirdsr. In IQB-4-6303 , the West Hark total of 3300 is given to inBlude 
both the oasb salary paid the agent and the monthly deposits. With regard ts 
tg2K-4Mi5724 para 3, may me request that Headquarters vlth^y the amount of 
100 dollars, authorised in pr eviou s Project Appirovals vp)p 1 ^uly tra- 

vel nsfitampo incurred by CARBOHXDRilS from the funds alibied to cover the er- 
ps&sss A this operation, since this authorisation has never in the past been 
dranm open* To date, all ameunts needed by the agent for special purposes have 
been defied from his a ccount in the West* This praotice has always bsen mere 
than satisfactory to CARBOHYDRATE, and it is preferred by this offlM for reo- 
soas of control over the agent.
